Hon. L. P. Pelletier, postmaster-gen¬ 
eral. who moved the adjournment on

until half-past five. There were a 
few Interesting Interchanges during 
the earlier part of Mr. Pelletier's 
speech, but toward the end he was en¬ 
gaged In putting a number of docu¬ 
ments on record and the Interest 
lagged.
